dcrmen, Aldermens Deputies, Mcrchanms, Common 
Councell men, and many others of great ranke and fa. 
ſhion, to the number of 400. who were lelcRed co de- 
liver the petition, all riding out of che Citic of Londer 
i150 Coaches,or thereabouts,to the Parliament Houſe, 
The Houſc hearing of their comming , gave adnit- 
tance to about an hundred of them, and did receive the 
petition, One of the Citizens did declare fomeinter- 
ruption was giventhem by il! affcR:d parions in Loy- 
dos, about ſubſeribing of hands, and ſo withdrew 
themſelves. Ia the interim,the petition was read in the 
houfe : whereupon the petitioners were called againe, 
the houſe did accept of it thankfully ; the honourable 
Houſe gave order,cthatnotice ſhould be taken of ſuch 
ill-aff. ted perſons, who ſhould hinder,interrupt, diſ- 
courage,or take any petition away from any his Maje- 
ties ſubjeRs, who ſhould goe about to petition. to re- 
forme grievances, that ſtrit order ſhould bee taken 
with ſuch perſons,and immediately rcttrn their names.
